Shanghai—VP)—The shadow of the 


war god receded somewhat from Shang- 
hai Tuesday as the city received re- 
ports that the- Cantonese 
army had 


been turned back by defending forces 
under the northern General Pai Pao- 
Shan. and was left in retreat some 200 
miles away. 


The result has been that the propos- 


als for neutralization of the interna- 
tional settlement here and 
foreign 


plans for defense of the city in case of 
emergency became less pressing ques- 
tions. 
Using the waterways west of Shang- 


hai as his means of 
transportation, 


General Pai. one of the leaders of Mar- 
shal Sun Chuan-Fang's forces, joined 
his troops with the main northern 
force, in the Yenchow region. Then, ab 
the right wing of the northern army 
he attacked, capturing Chucii'w. for- 
m-rly held by the nationalists and per- 
mitting the entire line to advance.

as many farmers have been market- 
ing during the past few years. 
If 


Scotch peas are sold they must con- 
tain no white or green peas. 
The 


same is true of other varieties. They 
must be pure Scotch, or pure green 
or pure white field, or whatever the 
variety may be. Even a slight mix- 
ture will make them less desirable 
and a. price reduction will result. 


"This is the time of the year for 


growers to prepare for the spring 
seeding. The time spent in hand 
picking the pea seed will be amply 
repaid not only in securing a good 
price for the crop but also in main- 
taining a market which we stnntl in 
great danger of losing altogether be- 
cause of inferior quality. 


"The labor of cultivating the *oil 


for planting and, harvesting is identi- 
cal whether good or poor seeds 
is 


planted. There is plenty of risk to 
run by the farmer 
even when the 


best seed is planted. AA'eather condi- 
tions caVi make or mar the crop, but 
with poor seed it is an absolute cer- 
tainty that an Inferior crop will re- 
sult with its inevitable sequence of 
difficulty in selling, loss in cleaning 
and reduction in price.

A PEACE MOVE IN CHINA. 


President Coolidge has formally pro- 


posed that the international settlement in 
Shanghai be eliminated from the war zone 
in the civil conflict now raging in China 
and which threatens to lead to grave inter- 
national consequences. The president s 
proposal, submitted through the state de- 
partment, is addressed to the Cantonese 
nationalists of the south and to Chang- 
Tso-Lin at Peking, seat of the northern 
government. It must have the assent of 
both parties to make it valid. Under the 
tenns of such agreement, if it were con- 
summated, all foreigners and their prop- 
erty in the international settlement would 
be immune from trespass by the contend- 
ing forces and would be kept entirely out 
of the fighting area. 


This is the most important move yet 


made toward conciliation. Events have 
been rapidly'converging toward foreign 
intervention in China, despite anything 
the Chinese or the powers can do. Great 
Britain would not or could not consistent- 
ly withdraw mobilization in the Orient, 
and the anti-foreign 
feeling m 
China 


would not abate. Events of the last two 
weeks have seemed to lead irresistibly to 
a conflict. The situation had become so 
serious that Japan finally massed her navy 
and marines for a quick dash to Shanghai. 
She is prepared to act with the powers it 
necessary for the protection of the lives 
of her national^. The United States is in 
the same position and her naval forces are 
on the wa}- to Shanghai. 


If the president's plan is acceptable to 


the opposing Chinese war lords, and for- 
mal engagements were entered into for 
the internationalization of the. foreign 
settlements at Shanghai and their protec- 
tion guaranteed, it would make possible 
an abandonment of the demonstration 
against China. Great 
Britain probably 


would be induced to recall her detach- 
ments of upwards of fifteen thousand men 
now on the way to Shanghai. The. con- 
gregation of a formidable fleet at that 
port, which controls 40 per cent of all the 
outside commerce of China, would be 
avoided. This would give the Chinese 
generally a chance to cool off their ani- 
mosities toward foreigners, and it -ivould 
minimize the-infhience and'activities_of 
the radicals. It is significant that Gen- 
eral Chiang Aik-Shek. commander of the 
Cantonese forces, has issued orders to the 
nationalist officials throughout the terri- 
tory commanded by him to clamp the lid 
down tight on radical agitation. This is 
evidently clone to appease the British, and 
to afford no excuse for the further dis- 
patch of troops to China.
